PUBLIC  MEETING  TO  DISCUSS  ENVIRONMENTAL  CLEANUP 

HELENA  —  Scheduling  of  upcoming  activities  and  alternatives  for 
cleanup  of  the  Burlington  Northern/Livingston  Environmental  Cleanup 
site  will  be  discussed  at  a  public  meeting  May  15. 

Both  the  list  of  potential  cleanup  alternatives  and  BN's 
proposed  site  activities  schedule  will  be  under  a  public  review 

period  May  10  -  31. 

The  Montana  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences 
(MDHES)  will  sponsor  the  meeting  Wednesday,  May  15,  at  7  p.m.  in 
the  Community  Room  of  the  Livingston  City/County  Building. 

"We  are  at  a  critical  point  in  the  investigation  of  the  site. 
We  have  found  what  information  we  still  need  to  collect  and  we  are 
beginning  to  consider  how  we  will  clean  up  the  site,"  MDHES  public 
information  officer  Jane  Stiles  said.  "We  want  to  get  early  public 
input  on  both  the  schedule  and  the  cleanup  choices." 

During  Superfund  investigations,  when  sufficient  data  is 
collected  to  give  an  agency  an  understanding  of  site  contamination, 
the  agency  begins  to  consider  a  wide  range  of  cleanup  alternatives. 
It  is  important  to  get  public  input  at  this  point,  so  all  ideas  for 
cleanup  can  be  considered. 

"In  the  past,  we  have  found  the  public  to  be  incredibly 
helpful  in  coming  up  with  ideas  for  cleaning  up  sites,"  Stiles 
said.  Because  of  public  input,  cleanups  have  been  modified  at  a 
number  of  Superfund  sites  in  Montana. 

Because  investigation  of  the  site  is  not  yet  complete,  MDHES 
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also  wants  the  public  to  comment  on  BN ' s  schedule  for  completion 
of  that  site  work. 

"We  want  the  community  to  help  us  make  sure  no  activities  are 
being  left  out  and  that  we  are  doing  them  in  the  best  possible 
sequence,"  Stiles  explained. 

Copies  of  BN's  proposed  schedule  are  available  at  the 
Livingston  Public  Library  and  the  Montana  State  University  Renne 
Library  for  check-out.
